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Provincial Items. 

The Halifax Reporter favors the union of 
tlie provinces, and the establishment of a 
Vice-Koynlty, with the Prince of Wales, or 
Prince Arthur, hishrotlier, at its head. 

A petition was presented to tho Duko of 
Newcastle, on his arrival with the Prince at 
Halifax, detailing some political grievances 
alleged to have heen sustained by the sign- 
ers. His Grace declined investigating until 
his return to England.

T. R. Topling, formerly editor of several 
Canadian papers, committed suicide by 
drowning in Burlington, C. W., Hay.

His age was 2i 
years. 

At Strawbcrsy Point, on Monday last, 
Paul C rowel 1, Esq., accompanied by two 
"boys, in a boat, was in the act of boarding a 
schooner, when one of the boys in attempt- 
ing to climb up the side, pushed the hunt 
from hitn, fell into the water and was drown- 
ed. Mr. Crowell was so shocked hy the 
accident that he dropped down in the boat 
dead! Mr. C. formerly represented the 
Township of Harrington in the Provincial 
Parliament. The lad who was drowned 
was his nephew, named Ebonozer Crowd!, 
about 15 years of ago, sun of Mr. Joseph 
Crowell, also of Harrington — Yarmouth 
Herald.

As Excitino Scene with Mr. Rabey. 
—The most exciting scene we ever witness- 
ed was what we may call a mortal combat 
between man and horse. A powerful and 
most beauiiful thorough-bred stallion was 
introduced into the arena. The horse look- 
ed round upon the audience, stood on his 
hind logs, ploughed up the ground, and pre- 
sented the most vivid picture of a wild and 
irreclaimable beast. He literally roared in 
fury, and kicked out of pure viciousness. 
He snapped at the spectators, snapped at the 
groom and Mr. Rarey, and actually bit his 
own flesh in a severe manner in his passion. 
He likewise toro in pieces every strap which 
was placed upon him, hurling the groom, 
who had come to Mr. Rarey's assistance, 
ignominiously the whole length of the arena. 
At one time the horse broke clear away from 
all, and stood for a moment as a conscious 
victor in the midst of the excited audience. 
Mr. Dycer and Mr. Farrell both came to Mr. 
Rarey's help, but they were utterly unable 
to hold the animal. He scattered every man 
and everything around him like chaff. He 
was bathed in a white foam, and pending up 
rolling clouds of vapour from his body. At 
one moment he tossed up the straw wildly, 
at another he sent the strong barriers flying 
in all directions ; and for some time he stood 
the complete personification of diablerie 
alone in tho arena, roaring furiously, and 
tearing at the barriers with his teeth. Mr. 
Rarey having washed his hands and rested 
for a few minutes, again ventured to ap- 
proach him. Then besan a contest such as no 
one who witnessed it can ever forget. It was 
a struggle of art and tact against overwhelm- 
ing strength. Whoever saw that combat 
could never be sceptical as to the wonderful 
power of Mr. Rarey. For fully an hour the 
battle, for it was nothing else, continued; 
now the man had gained the viclory, now 
the horse; and the animal, touching the 
earth, seemed to derive fresh strength from 
every fall. At last Mr. Rarey e.vlemporised 
a strap from the fragments of the broken 
bridle, and had gained his first slep to con- 
quest; still the horse fought furiously, rising 
in the air, and plunging in all directions, 
endeavoring to bite his assailant or trample 
him down. It gave one some idea of the 
animating scenes of Ihe Roman amphithea- 
tre, to se-e" a compact, slight, but sinewy man, 
confronting so furious an animal. A long 
»tru"gle ensued, but eventually the boree 
was'Vairly beaten out, and lay down panting 
and thoroughly subdued.— Irish Times.

British Columbia Legislature. 

Our New Westminster cutemporary in its 
lust issue has an article about a Legislature 
for British Columbia, which is the oddest 
bundle of incongruities that wo have seen 
for a long time. By reading it through, the 
conclusion is forced upon the reader, that 
oik eotemporary and its government — " I, 
James Douglas do order and enact" — aro in 
an unhappy quandary what to do about a 
Legislature. Following in the wake of the 
Colonist, the Times has advocated over 
and again the immediate establishment of 
representative government. The people 
expect it ; but tho quasi organ suddenly 
draws back,— after essaying to raise the 
devil, and now exhibits itself in a tremor, 
uttering the greatest incoherences, about 
laying him. It tells us that British Colum- 
bia has all the elements of natural greatness; 
that with its resources all it wants is capital 
and population, to create an export trade 
unequaled: "yet for want of a Legislature" 
it must remain a terra incognita. 

This is what may be called an accidental 
side-slap at His Excellency— as much as to 
gay " for two years you have been Governor 
and not said anything about the colony, as 
you should have dono; but have hidden its 
wonderful resources." Following this infer- 
ence, the Times remarks : " To something 
like this idea has Gov. Douglas arrived at— 
a result we anticipated." To fairly interpret 
tho matter, wo must infer that the Governor 
is convinced he was wrong in not granting 
a Legislature long ago. Yat notwithstanding 
this sage conclusion, the government seems 
to be in a puzzle how the colony is to be 
represented, and we are soiry to say the 
Times appears to beinasgreala muddle. It 
incoherently talks of a Legislative Council, 
elected or nominated, or partaking of both 
characters— part being elected by the peo- 
ple, and part nominated by the Crown. 
This, then, is the " something like the idea 
to which His Excellency arrived at," and 
which the Times " anticipated." Such is 
not the Legislature that British Columbia 
wants. In the first place, it is not the kind 
of Legislature customary among English- 
men. And we doubt much whether Gov. 
Douglas can do any such thing. The organic 
act calls for a Council and Assembly ; not 
ior a mongrel Legislative Council. If the 
organic act could be strained so as to em- 
power the Governor to issue an ukase to form 
such a mixed elective and nominative Coun- 
cil,— and we believe it never was intended 
by the British Parliament,— still British 
Columbians should set their laces against it 
as a flint, and accept nothing short of the 
representative institutions common to full- 
blooded Englishmen. 

When such a Legislature— a Governor, a 
Legislative Council and House of Assem- 
bly—is convened, if it sees tit to titer its 
constitution 10 a hermaphrodite Legislature, 
let it be done; but don't do it, nor sillier it 
to be done before. If a Legislature is so 
necessary to throw open to the world tho 
vast resources of the terra incognita the 
Timet talks about, then obtain a parliament 
of the good old-fashioned sort, patterned 
a lerthe Imperial type, and not after the her- 
maphrodite institutions of such barbarian 
communities as Ceylon, or such half-un- 
known places as British Guiana. There 
has been experimenulism nnoughi What 
is in reality wanted is tho organization of 
the itiatei colony according to those well- 
tried British constitutional principles that 
have stood the test and worked well. When 
they are obtained there will be ample time 
to modify, change, amend and improve. In 
organizing the government, however, throw 
i|| such radical experiment, as nondescript 
Legislatures asldej and accept nothing but 
what has the rin g of the pure me tal, 

San Fkam isco EXPORTS.— The Alta of 
Sepl. 29th gives tho exports from San Fran- 
cisco, commencing Jan. I, and ending Sept. 
28, *<iu, at $5,003,605— an increase over the 
exports of L869 t within the same period, of 
18,048,866. More than one-lilth of tbo lotal 
exports tor tins year have been sent to Vio- 
turia and New Westminster: To Victoria, 
$1 278,840; to New Westminster, S18,071.

Chinese Affairs. 

Advices from China reach us via San 
Francisco to August Uth. The French and 
English allied forces left their respective 
rendezvous off the mouth of the Peiho on 
the 26th of July, and it was expected an 
attack would be mnde on the Taku forts, on 
tho first of August. Chinese rumors were 
in circulation at Hongkong on the 11th, that 
the attack had been made, and the allies 
wero defeated ; and on the other hand that 
the Chinese forts were taken. It is impos- 
sible to conceive anything except a victory 
over the Chinese. The allied force is im- 
mense. The French left Chefoo with sixty 
vessels and the English with npwards of 
two hundred. With such a force it is un- 
reasonable to expect anything but victory 
for the allies. Two months ago, doubtless, 
the Chinese have been fully chastised for 
their treacherous attack on Admiral Hope 
and allied ambassadors last year; and tho 
Celestial Emperot ere this made submission 
and received the ambassadors. The forces 
were to debark at Pehnang about eight 
miles north of the Peiho. Considerable 
rivalry existed between the French and 
English forces ; and to patch up things 
amicably the F.cnch force, which is smaller 
than the English, were to be allowed to 
head the combined attack. 

The British press in China express much 
dissatisfaction at the French alliance, and 
assert that as scon as tho Chinese difficulty 
is settled, that the French forces will 
be directed to the acquisition of Cochin 
China; and thus firmly establish the eagles 
of Louis Napoleon in the East. This is 
looked upon as unfavorable to British inte- 
rests. 

The rebel army had withdrawn from the 
vicinity of Shanghai. They had burned 
the town of Nanking in Isatlee silk district : 
and were moving on Hongchow. Trade 
was dull at Shanghai, and was falling off. 
Europeans were engaged in piracy in tho 
China seas. Japan was quiet. 

Destitution and Death. — A sad case 
of destitution and death came to our nolico 
yesterday. About a week ago, a colored 
man, a native of Mexico, came to the hut of 
a Mexican, residing near Harris & Co.'s 
old slaughter-house, and saying he was 
sick, asked for shelter. The Mexican al- 
lowed him to lie upon the floor, and about 
five days after tho poor man died. After 
his death, his host being called away on 
business for a day, locked up tho house, and 
on his return found that rats had eaten the 
nose and a portion of the face of the corpse 
during his absence. Information was 
brought to Coroner Dickson, who, upon 
making inquiry, found that deceased had 
been ailing from consumption for some time 
before applying to the Mexican, and was 
without food or a roof lo sleep under. The 
Coroner deemed it unnecessary to hold an 
inquest, and the body was interred by his 
order on Saturday. The name of the de- 
ceased is unknown. 

Tiiundeh and Lightning— We were 
visited on Monday night and yesterday 
mornim: by a severe thunder storm, which 
lasted for several hours. About 1 o'clock 
rain commenced, and poured down inces- 
santly until 10 o'clock. During the night 
the flashes of lightning were frequent in 
their occurrence, and intensely bright. 

Another Silver Vein.— Capt. Jeffrey, 
of the Express, informs us that a veiy rich 
silver lead has been struck at Seton Lake, 
on the Lillooet Trail. The ore is said to be 
rich, and quite an excitement exists at 
Cayoosh concerning the discovery.

Letter from a Returned Cariboo Miner, 

Editor British Colonist: — "Being about 
to leave British Columbia in a few days to 
return to Canada, I think it but duo to those 
who have been my fellow colonists in this 
country for the lust year and a half, to com- 
municato to them a little of my own experi- 
ence, in the earnest hope that they may bo 
able to turn it to thoir advantage. 

As yet the public know little ol the coun- 
try lying to tho N. E. of tho Forks of Ques- 
nello River. Aftor ascending the N. Fork 
of Quesnelle for some 25 miles, the miner 
crosses a lake about 8 miles in length, which 
is divided by a narrow passage from another 
lake about 12 miles in length, lying about 
N. E. by compass. Those lakes are known 
us tho "Big and Little ' lake's.'' _ Kcightley's 
Creek outers into tho former — its course be- 
ing about N. W., while Swnmp river de- 
bouches into the latter, on ascending which 
for some 4 miles, Hervey's Creek is to be 
found, setting in also from about N. W. 

Upon Hervey's Creek. I, with a. company 
of 5 men, settled down to work. It took a 
month or so to got out our lumber, prepare 
Humes, boxes, etc. On the 25th July, we 
commenced " washing"— and the following 
were our weekly returns until tho 18th Sep- 
tember, when 1 left, viz : 

First 3 days' work 12 ounces. 

2nd weeks' " 39 

:?rd " " 711 

4th " " 971 

5th " " 121 

6th " " 541 

7th " " 127 

8th « " 179J 

Last day 18 " 

Making a total of. 720} 

The gold is coarse gold, and will analyse 
over $18 to the oz. My belief is, that next 
Spring, miners will do well upon Kcightley's 
Creek and Snow Shoo diggings. The ac- 
counts therefrom are encournging. The 
gold is all coarse, and there is considerable 
quartz found in the creeks and hills, bearing 
gold. 

Thus far, miners have had great hardships 
to undergo by reason of the scarcity and ex- 
travagant price of provisions. Bacon was at 
SI per lb., beans at 00 cenls, flour at Guc, 
tea, S2 1-2 per lb., sugar, SI, Coffee, SI, 
salt, 1 per lb., gum boots S25, and clothing 
in proportion. 

From Carriboo to Alexandria is four days 
bad travel — a miner therefore loses eight 
days in recording a claim as there is no 
Commissioner in Cariboo. Next Spring 
there will be more miners upon Keightleys 
and Hervey's creeks and the Snow-shoe 
diggings, than in any other part of British 
Columbia; and it is hoped that a Com- 
missioner will be sent there. 

About eight miles above the point where 
Keightley's Creek strikes Ihe " Little Lake," 
a small town has sprung up, to which a 
miserable trail leads, made by the pickers 
on their journey. It is io be hoped the 
Government will appropriate funds lo im- 
prove the trail, otherwise the price of pro- 
visions will continue lo be exorbitant, and 
miners will not be able to lay by any of 
their earnings. I have considered it my 
duty to send you the foregoing account, and 
can vouch for its correct 11688 in every parti- 
cular. I am, Sir, your's respectfully.

One of the moat Extraordinary Cases 
of Litigation on Record. 

The name of John Brown, of Harper's 
Ferry notoriety, is as familiar as household 
words to about every person in the land. 
His tragic, but deserved fate at Harper's 
Ferry, lias passed into history, and will not 
bo forgotten as long as this Union shall re- 
main. It is not with the criminal records 
alone that John Brown's name is familiar; 
upon the civil calendar his name figured 
years ago, and the suit in which he was em- 
broiled promises to live many years to come. 
Some oi the incidents connected with this 
case may be of interest to onr readers, espe- 
cially those in Vernon, who knew John well; 
we therefore relate them : 

Mr. Perkins, of Ohio, was a wealthy per- 
son, some eight or ten years ago — said to be 
worth §1,000,000. He entered into a part- 
nership with'John Brown.and established a 
commission houso in Springfield, Mass., for 
the purchase and sale of wool on commis- 
sion — the firm advancing one-half or two- 
thirds of tho supposed value of the wool 
taken in by them to be sold. A Mr. War- 
ren, of Pittsfield, Suraloya county, in this 
State, let Perkins & Brown have a large 
quantity of wool, upon which Perkins & 
Brown made advances; the price of wool 
soon went down, ami Perkins k Brown 
claimed that they had advanced to Mr. War- 
ren some S500O more than the value of the 
wool they had of him ; they brought suit 
against Mr. Warren for the alleged overplus 
advanced ; Mr. Warren sel up for the an- 
swer that he sold the wool outright to plain- 
tiffs, and that it was not a sale on commis- 
sion. 

The suit was commenced in 1850, by J. 
Whipple Jenkins, then of Vernon, as attor- 
ney for Perkins & Brown ; Timothy Jenkins 
was the counsel; the case was referred to 
Judge Dean ; tho trial of the case -occupied 
thirty-seven days ; the referee reported in 
favor of the plaintiff, from which the defend' 
ant appealed. During the pendency of this 
appeal, and which has not been argued, 
Perkins has failed, anil his assignee was 
substituted in his stead; J. W. Jenkins died, 
and Ralph Mcintosh, of Vernon, is substi- 
tuted as attorney. John Brown is dead, and 
another party is substituted in his stead. 

Tho defendant, Warren, is dead, and 
another party id substituted in his place: 
Timothy Jenkins, the counsel, is dead, anil 
Porter and Cogger, of Albany, are substitut- 
ed as counsel in his stead. The cost, thus 
far. is over S3,000, and it is said that defend- 
ant's estate, once worth some 820,000, is 
worthless, and that the bail which tho law 
practice required him to give, is supposed 
to have become worthless also. On the 
whole, the case is one of the most protracted 
and most curious that has been before the 
courts in a long time.— New York Paper.
